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U.S. Hispanic bishops issue first pastoral letter

WASHINGTON (NC) — The 14 
U.S. bishops of Hispanic ancestry have 
issued a joint pastoral letter challenging 
Hispanic Americans to be. ‘‘artisans of a 
new people’’ by developing their native 
cultural and religious values. 

“Conscious of all that God has 
achieved through us, we call on our 
people to assume an attitude of leadership 
to create a more human society,’’ the 
bishops said. 


THEIR PASTORAL letter, the first 
issued jointly by the country’s Hispanic 
bishops, honored Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, patron saint of the Americas. 
Titled The Bishops Speak with the Virgin, it 
was published July 22. 


The bishops cited faith, a culture 
permeated by the Gospel, extended 
family life and love for country and 
community as prominent assets of 
Hispanic Americans. But they also saw 
challenges and threats in racial 
discrimination, poverty, .street violence 
and the gratifications of consumerism. 


In becoming artisans of a new human 
family ‘‘the greatest strength of our 
people comes from the rediscovery of the 
Gospel that is our truth, our way and our 
life,’ the bishops said. 

THE 32-PAGE pastoral letter was 
signed by Archbishops Patricio Flores of 
San Antonio, Texas, and Roberto 
Sanchez of Santa Fe, N.M.; by Bishops 
Rene H. Gracida of Pensacola- 
Tallahassee, Fla., Joseph J. Madera of 
Fresno, Calif., Manuel Moreno of 
Tucson, Ariz., Raymundo Pena of El 
Paso, Texas, and Arthur Tafoya of 
Pueblo, Colo.; and by Auxiliary Bishops 


Juan Arzube of Los Angeles, Gilbert 


Is state misleading voters on book loans?

The ballot pamphlet containing 
arguments for and against proposed 
amendments to the California 
constitution, which the state plans to mail 
to each voter before this November’s 
election, has been challenged in Superior 
Court in Sacramento. 


JUBILEE — Victory Noll Sister Betty 
Anderson celebrated 25 years of 
Religious profession Aug. 5 at the 
motherhouse in Huntington, Ind. She is 
in parish outreach work in the Imperial 
Valley. 


A petition filed by Dr. Joseph 
McElligott, director of the division of 
education of the California Catholic 
Conference, asks that Secretary of State 
March Fong Eu remove from the 
pamphlet certain sections of anti- 
proposition nine arguments which he 
called ‘‘false or misleading.”’ 


THE PROPOSED amendment 
would, if passed by the state’s voters, 
restore the loan of textbooks to students in 
parochial and private schools. The loans 
are made to students in 17 states and their 
constitutionality has been upheld on more 
than one occasion by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, but were struck down last summer 
by the California Supreme Court as a 
violation of the state constitution. 


“It would be an abuse of the fair 
elections system if false or misleading 
statements were to be printed at public 
expense for circulation to the state’s 
voters,’’ said Dr. McElligott July 21 after 
viewing the proposed pamphlet in the 
capital. The state elections code allows 
any voter to challenge the material 
contained in the ballot pamphlet. 


The loans of the textbooks to parochial 
school children are bitterly opposed by the 
public education lobby and many other 
groups who are also fighting against 
tuition tax credits to parents of parochial 
and private school children (the parents 
are already supporting the public schools 
through their taxes). 


DR. McELLIGOTT directly 


challenged statements in the pamphlet 
authored by State Assemblyman Herschel 
Rosenthal; Rabbi Allen Freehling of the 
American Jewish Congress; Marillyn 
Bittle, president of the California 
Teachers Association; Chris Adams, 
president of the California Parent 
Teacher Association; and Pastors Harry 
D. Jackson of Fairfield and Edgar Koons 
of ‘Fair “Oaks; all “of .whom ‘wrote 
arguments against proposition nine.

‘Only a beginning,’ 
says Bp.

SAN. YSIDRO?— “Asia document, 
the pastoral letter is meant to be studied, 
not simply to be read,’’ said Auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, one of 14 U.S. 
bishops who issued The Bishops speak with 
the Virgin. ‘It calls for thought and 
reflection.”’ 


Discussions among the bishops began 
in Mexico City last October in 
conjunction with preparations for the 
450th anniversary of the apparitions of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe, said Bishop 
Chavez, who is pastor of Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel Church here and-the pastoral 
itself is meant to emphasize ‘‘the role of 
the Blessed Mother as evangelizer, and as 
an anniversary call to renewal.’’ 


THOSE DISCUSSIONS continued 
until June, said Bishop Chavez, when 
many of the nation’s bishops assembled in 
Collegeville, Minn., fore an 
unprecedented meeting in which they 
prayed and reflected on the episcopal 
ministry itself. 

“The pastoral itself is meant to take 
advantage of the enthusiasm that has 
been created by the anniversary, but as 
something deep and profound, rather 
than simply folkloric,’’ said Bishop 
Chavez.  ‘‘The theologians at the 
Mexican American Cultural Center in 
San Antonio helped prepare the 
document, and hopefully our priests will 
study and explain it so that people will 
look into their lives and apply the 
message.”’ 


The pastoral ‘‘is only a beginning,”’ 
said Bishop Chavez, who forsees similar 
letters from the nation’s Hispanic bishops 
“‘whenever a great need arises.”

VATICAN MUM — Reports in the 
Italian press, later substantiated by 
Italian diplomatic sources, said the 
Vatican has refused to accept formal 
judicial communiques advising U.S. 
Archbishop Paul C. Marcinkus, head of 
the Vatican bank, and two other bank 
officials that they are under investigation 
concerning, the troubled Banco 
Ambrosiano, A judicial communique is a 
notification of questioning regarding a 
specific investigation and usually includes 
accusations against a person which could 
lead to the filing of formal charges. The 
notices arrived at the Vatican by mail and 
were returned unopened to the Italian 
embassy to the Holy See. The Vatican 
contends that the notices should pass 
through diplomatic channels, since 


Archbishop Marcinkus is a non-Italian 
and a top official of Vatican City, an 
independent state with full sovereignty. 
The Vatican has declined to comment on 
the press reports. 


ELECTED — Jacqueline Grennan 
Wexler, 55, a former nun, was elected 
July 29 as president of the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews by the 
organization’s board meeting in New 
York. In 1967, Mrs. Wexler, then 
president of Webster College, a Catholic 
college in Missouri, severed its 
connection with the order which ran the 
school and to which she once belonged, 
the Sisters of Loretto. 

‘MASS KILLING’ — The General 
Assembly of Melkite Catholics in the 
U.S. has criticized the ‘‘mass killings of 
the Lebanese and other Arab people’’ by 
Israel and has asked the U.S. government 
to work for an end to the fighting. ‘“The 
problem of the displaced Palestinian 
people cannot be resolved by persecution 
and genocide,’”’ the group -said. ‘‘For

At issue, said Dr. McElligott, is the 
“‘veracity of the statements that during 
the old textbook loan program, voided by 
the Rose Bird court in 1981, ‘no books 
were even lent to students’ and that ‘the 
state never got them (the books) back...85 
percent of all private schools in California 
are religious schools...the state already 
pays the full cost of an appropriate private 
school (for handicapped children)’...that 
a textbook loan program could include 
‘expensive computers and computer 
programs’...and that public schools are 
suffering ‘bigger and bigger funding 
Cuts a 


He said that textbooks loaned to the 
students were either returned to the state 
or, if obsolete, were disposed of properly; 
that 58 and not 85 percent of the private 
schools in California are religiously 
affiliated; that the state pays 70 percent 
and not the full cost of a handicapped 
child’s education at a non-sectarian 
private school when public education 
cannot be provided by the local school 
district; that proposition nine limits the 
state to lend textbooks only, and no other 
instructional materials or computers; and 
that tax support for public schools, rather 
than declining, has increased from $2000 
to $3000 per student during the past five 
years at a time when public school 
enrollment itself is declining. 


‘“*‘LUDICROUS’’ WAS Dr. 
McElligott’s response to claims by the 
California Teachers Association that 


books weren’t even lent to parochial 
school students, as claimed in_ the 
pamphlet. The loan program was in fact 
operational for seven years, and religious 
and other private school students in San 
Diego and the rest of the state were the 
beneficiaries. 


““My own children and hundreds of 
thousands like them in parochial and 
other private non-profit schools regularly 
received the loan of state-adopted math, 
reading and other basic skills textbooks 
for seven years,’’ he said. 


California was spending about $14 per 
student per year for the loan program, a 
relatively low figure because the state in 
many cases does the actual printing under 
a royalty agreement with the publisher. 
Purchasing the books would add at least 
another $200,000 to the education budget 
of the diocesan school system in San 
Diego and Imperial Counties, a cost 
which would be passed on by the school to 
the parents; but the actual cost for private 
school students and their parents would 
likely be higher. 


DR. McELLIGOTT challenged the 
proposed pamphlet under the _ state 
elections code, which gives any voter the 
right to contest a ballot argument, pro o° 
con, if there is proof of false or misleading 
information. 


Relatively speedy court action on the 
challenge is contemplated, because the 
pamphlet is scheduled to go the printer on 
Aug. 10. 
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more than 30 years approximately three 
million Palestinians have been denied 
basic civil rights, including the right of 
self-determination.’’

CERTIFIED — The Reagan 
administration July 27 certified that El 
Salvador is making human rights 
progress and deserves continued U.S. 
military aid, resulting in much criticism 
from Church groups and some members 
of Congress. (There will be a complete 
report in next week’s Southern Cross). 


RESIGNED — Bishop Carroll T. 
Dozier, 70, has resigned as the bishop of 
the Diocese of Memphis and will remain 
as apostolic administrator of the see until 
Pope John Paul II names a successor. 
Bishop Dozier earned Vatican displeasure 
several years ago by allowing general 
absolution without the necessity of prior 
sacramental confession.

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San Diego’s Father Gene:

Father Gene Dougherty has been an 
active priest of the Diocese of San Diego 
for more than 20 years, but with the 
exception of a brief return here every 
summer, he has spent almost all of his 
time as a missionary in the remote jungles 
of Bolivia. 


Father Dougherty served at Santa 
Sophia parish in Spring Valley and in 
Victorville (now in the San Bernardino 
diocese) for three years after his 
ordination, but is now a member of the 
missionary Society of St. James the 
Apostle even though he remains a 
diocesan priest. 


“‘THE SOCIETY was founded by the 
late Cardinal Cushing (of Boston) so the 
bishops could respond to Pope Pius XII’s 
request to send missionaries to Latin 
America,”’ said Father Dougherty, in San 
Diego last month to visit his sister, Mrs. 
Charlene Barnes of Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart parish, and to preach on the 
missions in several local parishes before 
his return to Bolivia. 


Three other priests of the diocese 
originally volunteered for five years with 
the missions along with Father 
Dougherty. They are Father J. Raymond 
Moore, now pastor of St. John of the 
Cross, Lemon Grove, who went to Peru; 
Father Raymond C. Kirk, now pastor of 
our Lady of the Sacred Heart, San Diego, 
who went to Ecuador; and Father Edward 
Connelly, then associate at Our Lady of 
Angels parish, who also went to Peru 
(Father Connelly is now in the San 
Bernardino diocese). 


Father Dougherty has no immediate 
plans to return permanently to the United 
States, and says he wants to remain in 
Bolivia as long as his health remains 
good. ‘‘It is only with the kind permission 
of Bishop Maher that I have been allowed 
to stay this long,’’ he added. 


WHY THE attraction of a remote 
parish in the jungles of Bolivia? And why 
does Father Dougherty choose to live 
under primitive conditions (the area 
received electricity only two years ago) 
and serve eight outlying mission stations 
by airplane when he could have the more 
comfortable life he left behind in this 
country? 


“I know I’m needed,’’ said Father 
Dougherty. ‘‘I don’t mean that I’m 
indispensable, just that there is no one 
else right now to do my job.”’ 


Father Dougherty’s parish base is 
Santa Rosa de Sarra, a 200-year-old 
church 65 miles northwest of Santa Cruz, 
a city of more than 300,000 people, the 
center of a booming oil and_gas- 
producing area. 


BUT THE people he serves live in 
small settlements in the rain forest; their 
homes are of mud walls, thatch roofs and 
dirt floors, and they practice the slash- 
and-burn agriculture typical of much of 
Latin America, growing (dry) rice as their 
main crop. 


The single-engine Piper Cub flown by 
Father Dougherty is the only means of 
access to most of his parishioners as he 
joins them for baptisms and weddings or 
Mass; Archbishop Luis Rodriquez of 
Santa Cruz joins him for confirmations 
when necessary. 


WASHINGTON — Four priests 
from the Diocese of San Diego have 
successfully completed a program in 
preaching and liturgical celebration | 
conducted by the Word of God 
Institute here July 5-16. 


The four are: Father Francis 


Sierra, pastor of Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help, Brawley; Father 
Raymond Kirk, pastor of Our Lady 
of the Sacred Heart Church, San 
Diego; Father Anthony May, 
associate pastor at St. Michael 
Church, San Diego; and Father John 
Keith, chaplain at Alvarado, Kaiser 
and Grossmont Hospitals. 


Assisting Father are a dozen native 
catechists, and they are his great joy, 
because they now bring the Gospel to 
others and conduct the Liturgy of the 
Word when a priest is not present. ‘‘It’s 
something to see, the conversion of the 
men, especially the catechists,’’ he said. 


ALTHOUGH POVERTY is a major 
problem in rural areas of Bolivia, ‘‘the 
people are the kindest I’ve ever seen,”’ 
said Father. “‘They have nothing, and yet 
I’ve seen them give up their bed to a sick 
stranger and sleep on the floor 
themselves. It’s just incredible that they 
aren’t depressed or against the world. 
They are very positive people.’’ 


Bolivia has seen nine military 
governments in the past four years, noted 
Father Dougherty, and the Church has 
experienced “‘no difficulties as long as we 
stick to the Gospel. That doesn’t mean we 
don’t form consciences, but the Holy 
Father says our main task should be one 
of preaching the Gospel.”’ 


The diocese in which Father Dougherty 
works has only six native priests, with 
foreign missionaries making up_ the 
balance. Some have been expelled, 
however, and Archbishop Rodriquez has 
termed the expulsions ‘‘very unjust.’’ But 
the missionaries serve in Bolivia, said 
Father, until the time in the future when 
there are enough native vocations. 


WORKING WITH the poor, said 
Father Dougherty, has enabled him to 
experience ‘‘more of the concern of God’’ 
and to ‘fill a real need.’? Though far 
from home, he still feels ‘‘perfectly at 
home’’ in his corner of Bolivia, at the foot 
of the Andes where Brazil, Argentina, 
Paraguay, Chile and Peru are in 
proximity. 

But the distance between his own 
Diocese of San Diego and that of Santa 
Cruz is more than just one of miles. It’s 
the simple things like the change of 
seasons: summer in Southern California 
when he boards his plane, and winter ing 
Bolivia, on the other side of the equator, 
when he returns to his jungle mission. 


Catholic colleges hit aid cuts 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Legislation 
prohibiting non-registrants for the draft 
from receiving federal student loans is 
“patently unworkable’’ and a denial of 
due process, according to the Association 
of Catholic Colleges and Universities. 


In a letter sent to members of Congress 
shortly before the House approved the 
new restriction, the association said loan 
benefits should not be denied until non- 
registrants are judged guilty of a crime by 
a court of law. 


THE HOUSE voted 303-95 July 28 to 
approve the loan restriction. The Senate 
had approved a similar restriction in 
May, meaning that the proposal is likely 
to become law. 


Under the proposal, introduced in the 
House by Rep. Gerald B.H. Solomon 
(R-N.Y.), male applicants for federal 
student aid would have to show that they 
have registered for the draft. If they 
cannot, student aid benefits would be 
denied. 


The association, representing 215 
Catholic colleges and universities, said 
the burden of proof in such cases should 
not be on the student, who should be 
presumed innocent until proven guilty, 
but on the government. 


“WE ARE particularly concerned 
about the plight of those conscientious 
objectors who have failed to register 
because of a sincere conviction that any 
participation in the draft registration 
Process would violate their religious 
beliefs,’’ said the association in a letter 
signed by its executive director, Ursuline 
Sister Alice Gallin. 


“They (conscientious objectors) are 
entitled to a judicial determination of the 
validity of such a claim, and should not be 
denied the normal benefits of this society

unless and until that claim has been 
adjudged invalid by the courts,’’ the letter 
added. 


Besides the due process question, the 
association also said the restriction may 
violate equal protection guarantees. 
Singling out needy college students seems 
“clearly discriminatory,’’ the letter said, 
since Congress has not attempted to deny 
other government benefits to non- 
registrants who do not attend college or 
who attend college but need no student 
aid. 

THE RESTRICTION would be 
unworkable, the association said, because 
Selective “Service is not issuing 
registration cards as it did in previous 
years and because registrants are under 
no obligation to keep their Selective 
Service letters acknowledging 
registration. 


The association said it feared that 
Selective Service, the U.S; Department of 
Education, banks and _ the colleges 
themselves will be flooded with 
Paperwork in the effort to produce the

to draft resisters 


required certifications. 


House supporters of the new restriction 
said during debate on the proposal that 
recipients of federal aid should abide by 
the law. 


OPPONENTS SAID the restriction 
would violate the rights of conscientious 
objectors and would discriminate against 
the poor since wealthy students could 
refuse to register and still go to school.

Gospel according to Spielberg 


Jesus was a master storyteller. It was through stories that 
He captured the hearts and imaginations of His listeners, 
_ leading them to a creative understanding of the message of 
the Gospel — that love is the ultimate answer to the 
question of existence. 


Film has almost replaced and even surpassed, in many 
instances, the art of the spoken and written word; it has 
become the contemporary medium for storytelling. © 


Steven Spielberg, a master of cinematic storytelling, has 
written, produced, and directed a film called E. 7. On the 
surface, the film deals with an encounter of a little boy and 
his family with an extra-terrestrial creature who longs to 
return to his home, somewhere in outer-space. 


Critics have lavished much praise on the movie and it 
appears to be this year’s financial blockbuster. This film, in 
the hands of an artist, has that rare gift of totally capturing 
the emotions and imaginations of the young and making 
the cynical and life-calloused adult into a child again. 


The story has been called a science fiction version of 
Lassie Come Home. But there is much more to the story. 
E.T. is a religious movie. A religious movie does not 
necessarily have to deal with religion. A religious movie is 
one that opens up to the viewer the wonders and mysteries 
of life. D.H. Lawrence wrote: ‘‘The sense of wonder, that 
is our sixth sense. And it is a natural religious sense.”’ 


Speilberg challenges us to reflect upon some very 
significant truths — that love is the primary force in the 
cosmos; that love can bridge distances, measured even in 
light years; that all the medical technology in the world 
pales in the curative powers of love; that love, spoken heart 
to heart, is able to give one the will to live and is more 
restorative of life than medication, shock treatments, and 
electrodes; that love is not manipulative but gives others 
space to grow and become; and that no matter how 
desperately we want to possess someone in the name of love 
we must sometimes let go. 


It is possible to see in the ending of the movie a re- 
enactment of the story of the death and resurrection of 


Jesus, but that would be limiting to the allusive meanings 
of the film. 


When asked why he made the film, Spielberg explained, 
‘I made E. 7. for adults to see first and then go home and 
tell their kids about it. But, most of all, I want the grown- 
ups who see the movie to go home and hug their kids and 
then take them to the movie. If a lot of hugging results from 
this movie, I’m a very contented filmmaker.”’ 


The film is a visual lesson for the preacher of the Gospel. 
As preachers, teachers, and witnesses of the Gospel, we 
oftentimes neglect an essential facet of effective 
communication — fantasy. 


Frederick Buechner writes in Telling the Truth‘*...let the 
preacher remember this and preach to us not just as men 
and women of the world but as children, too, who are often 
much more simple-hearted than he supposes, and much 
hungrier for, and ready to believe in, and already in 
contact with, more magic and mystery than most of the 
time even we are entirely aware of ourselves.”’

Pope 
Speaks 


‘Martyred land of Lebanon’ 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC) — With diplomacy and 
heavy fighting rivaling each other in intensity as the Lebanese 
crisis neared the end of its second month, Pope John Paul II 
asked for an immediate solution which would bring peace ‘‘in the 
martyred land of Lebanon.”’ 


The pope spoke after various peace initiatives had been 
proposed, including an Arab League plan, for the evacuation of 
Palestine Liberation Organization guerrillas from West Beirut in 
Lebanon, where Israeli troops had them and about 500,000 
civilians under siege. 


The pope said he suffered at the news that the fighting has 
produced ‘‘so many dead and wounded; pain and privation in 


the city of Beirut.’’ He asked prayers ‘‘in order that, as soon as 


possible, an accord among the parties may be achieved and 
realized.”’

‘‘These are decisive moments for peace in the martyred land of 
Lebanon; the road will still be long and full of obstacles, but it is 
possible to look to the future with souls more open to hope,”’ he 
said, 


On the same day the pope spoke, however, the eighth cease- 
fire since the Israeli invasion of June 6 was shattered. A 14-hour 
Israeli bombardment left 200 people dead and 400 wounded, 
according to Lebanese police. 


Israel, which launched the invasion to end PLO use of 
Lebanon as a base for attacks into Israel, wants no PLO presence 
in Lebanon. 


In a flurry of activity at the end of July and beginning of 
August, heavy pressure began building on both sides to find a 
solution. 


_ Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev asked President Ronald 
Reagan to do all he could to halt Israeli military action, reported 
the Soviet news agency Tass. Brezhnev asked Reagan ‘‘to use 
most urgently the possibilities at his disposal to stop the 
continued annihilation of the people of Beirut.”’ 


The message was. further evidence that the Soviet Union 
regards the United States as the major supporter of Israel’s 
military action. 


It also reflected the fact that the United States, which supplies 
Israel with much of its arms and is its strongest defender in 
international diplomacy, is the only nation able to exert sufficient 


- pressure against Israel. 


Previously, international and domestic pressure caused 
Reagan to indefinitely suspend the shipment of cluster bombs, 
anti-personnel weapons, to Israel, which had been reported to be 
using them. 


Pope John Paul ‘has been one of many religious leaders 
preoccupied by the fighting in Lebanon. 


Maronite Patriarch Antoine Pierre Khoraiche of Antioch, a 
Lebanese, sent a cable to the U.S. Catholic Conference praising 
its congressional testimony on Lebanon. 


The testimony was presented July 13 by Father J. Bryan 
Hehir, USCC associate secretary for international justice and 
peace. It favored the withdrawal of all foreign forces from 
Lebanon and asked the United States to adopt an overall Middle 
East policy committed to reconciling Israel’s security with the 
need for a Palestinian homeland. 


In early July the General Assembly of Melkite Catholics in the 
United States criticized the ‘‘mass killing of Lebanese and other 
Arab people’’ by Israel and asked the U.S. government to 
pressure for an end to the fighting. Lebanese officials estimate in 
excess of 10,000 civilian casualties as a result of the Israeli 
invasion of their country.

some specific and unique service. It may not be as visible 
nor attract as much attention as the service someone else 
is called to, but it is uniquely our own. 


God does not depend on us alone, which is just as well. 
He depends on each of us, universally, but at the same 
time in a uniquely personal way. The first thing a person 
needs to know when dealing with God is that 
competitiveness sets up a barrier, a-division, between us. 
We are not better nor worse than anyone else in God’s 
eyes — neither more nor less meritorious, neither more 
nor less important, neither more nor less ‘‘special.’’ His 
ways are not our ways. 


WE ARE UNIQUE in His love and His vision — just 
like everyone else! Much as we would love to stand out in 
the crowd and perform works that would make the world 
rise to its collective feet in acclaim, a vital result of our 
conversion must be openness to the realization that our 
will and God’s will may not yet be synchronized! It takes 
a little more time, a lot more prayer, study perhaps, and 
certainly quiet and reflection before we become aware of 
how He is leading us. Maybe we will never be sure where 
He is leading us, but in time we can see how. 


In the meantime we can recognize and acknowledge the 
rising regret that we are perhaps not called to great, 
dramatic, ‘‘important’’ evangelical efforts that people will 
talk and write about. 


Like St. Francis, through contemplation of God rather 
than ourselves, we might find it possible to retain our 
sense of urgency and unique mission after the excitement 
and the ecstasy have faded. We are links in a chain forged 
by God, and it is of immense importance that the link we 
are should be strong and durable and able to hold through 
stress and strain, and it is this strength and durability that 
is our special calling. 


THE ‘‘BORN AGAIN” experience is both the most 
unique religious experience and the most common — 
whether we call it conversion, spiritual encounter or 
“‘God speaking to me’’ — because God is infinitely fair. 
Sooner or later, in one way or another, He will impinge 
Himself upon the hearts and souls of us whom He loves 
and needs and we will be renewed. Or at least, we will 
have the opportunity to be renewed and He will see that 
we are, because that, indubitably, is His will.

The Oxford English Dictionary defines charivari as ‘‘a 
serenade of rough music made with kettles, pans, tea 
trays.’’ The word itself is French and began as a raucous 
act of derision about certain marriages, which to the eyes 
of the public seemed most incongruous. Washington 
Irving wrote: “‘It was nothing more or less than a 
charivari to celebrate the nuptials of an old man with.a 
buxom damsel.”’ 


In America charivari became ‘‘shivaree,’’ and Webster 
defines that as a ‘‘noisy mock serenade to a newly married 
couple, who are. sometimes expected to furnish 
refreshments to silence the serenaders.’’ 


THE CUSTOM OF charivari was condemned at 
Lyon as early as 1321, and was repeated in mid-17th 
century. Why did Church authorities take this position? 
The condemnation was not for the noise, nor wanton joy. 
But the serenade, a derision of mixed matches — i.e., a 
very old man marryng a very young girl, was the issue to 
which church authorities took exception. Ordinary folk 
thought it somehow indecent for, let us say, December to 
marry April, but according to Church teaching, that 
could be a legitimate marriage. 
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Charivari may allow us to reflect on the celebration of 
weddings in our culture. In Catholic countries the joy of 


the wedding appears unfortunately not in church but at 
post-liturgical celebrations. 


Try as some do, it’s hard to make joy present at the 
church ceremony. Usually it’s impossible to have 
congregational singing. The people come together for the 
first time from various places and groups. Many do not 
sing, will not. A choir cannot readily be obtained for 
wedding after wedding. The musical elements of the 
liturgy, whatever they are, fall back on the organist, or on 
a singer, parochial or imported. Attempts are made to 
bring in folk groups, or to provide musical 
accompaniment with violin, flute or guitar. Yet in many 
ways we are better off than in the ‘‘good’’ old days when 
an underpaid septuagenarian parish organist, never 
trained to sing, bravely murdered the Ave Maria, to add a 
touch of class. That may have been as close to a shivaree 
as one could get in church 


BUT AFTER THE Eucharist! They all go off to the 
receptions, where music and joy begin. Here is 
celebration. As the spirits are poured and other spirits 
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begin to soar, the affair sometimes does become raucous. 
Given the bent of some of the bands chosen and their 
musical instruments, the results once in a while are not far 
from ‘‘a serenade of rough music.”’ 


What is clear is that this is where the people celebrate. 
The church ceremony is for show, for picture-taking, for 
the tears and the huggings and the flowers. The true ritual 
ceremony, as old as the human race, begins at the 
reception. That may be the way it has to be. Or it may 
simply be that ‘‘the celebration’’ of the sacrament is no 
celebration at all. 


There was a time when U.S. church authorities even 
frowned on such wedding practices. The reception was 
seen as a concession made to man’s lower nature. In fact, 
in the 1920s in one diocese, marriages on Saturday were 
forbidden by diocesan law because the people at the party 
would not attend Mass on Sunday. That at least seems to 
have changed. Our problems today are how to relate the 
sacrament to joy. We must keep trying, but no shivarees, 
please.

Catholic population of 50.5 million, with 
large numbers in California, Texas, New 
York and Florida. Most of them are 
Mexican-Americans and Puerto Ricans 
or immigrants from Mexico and Cuba. 
The 1980 U.S. census counted 14.6 
million Hispanics in the country. 


“‘Our people are beginning to count in 
(American) society. Their voice is now 
being heard. Each day they are becoming 
more responsible for the religious and 
social structures that shape their lives,”’ 
the bishops said. They recalled historical 
contributions of Hispanics to the United 
States and a host of present-day leaders in 
the fields of the arts, entertainment, 


education, science and _ technology, 
business, industry, defense, the 
professions, and politics as well as 


laborers and migrant workers. 


IN RELIGION, they said that ‘14 
sons of our people have been called to be 
successors of the apostles’’ as bishops. 
They noted with satisfaction an increase 
in religious vocations, but said that ‘“‘the 
number is minimal in relation to the 
need.”’ 


Of the 1,400 Hispanic-surnamed 
priests working among Hispanics in the 
United States, only 185 were born and 
ordained in this country. The rest came 
from Latin American or other Spanish- 
speaking countries. There are 450 
permanent deacons helping in pastoral 
work, as well as an undetermined number 
of women and men Religious. The 
current figure of 961 Hispanic 
seminarians in the United States 
represents a 10 percent increase over last 
year, but is only eight percent of the total 
U.S. seminary population. 

The bishops, however, found the heart 
of the religious strength of Hispanics in 
the strong bonds of the family. 


“IT IS ALMOST impossible to 
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Bishop Gilbert Chavez 
One of 14 signers 


explain this great gift from God,’’ they 
wrote. 


“For us,’’ they added, ‘‘the meaning 
of family is extended and_ includes 
parents, children, grandparents, aunts 
and uncles, ‘distant’ relatives, neighbors, 
godparents, and ‘compadres,’ or intimate 
friends. The family is the first school of 
love, tenderness, acceptance, discipline 
and respect.”’ 


‘‘We have received from our families 
the thoughts and values that are the 
foundation and primary orientation of 
our lives,’’ the bishops added. 


‘“‘A TRUE spiritual environment is 
fostered in our homes and many houses 
even become household churches,’’ they 
said. 

While celebrating the positive values of 
Hispanic Americans, the bishops also 
cited the problems they face. 

‘‘We are conscious of the oppression 
and exploitation of our people,’ they 
said. ‘‘We have seen bodies disfigured by 
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hunger and saddened by the fear of the 
law; we have heard the cries of abandoned 
children, mistreated by their own parents. 
We sense the loneliness of the 
elderly...the depression of prisoners 
whose greatest crime has been the lack of 
money to pay someone to defend them in 
court.” 


‘‘We have shared the pain and the heat 
of farm workers and domestic laborers, 
the invisible slaves of modern society. In 
the jails and the detention camps, there 
are some who have come to.our country 
in search of work and freedom, yet who 
have been considered criminals. We have 
seen our youth with empty eyes because 


they have nothing to look forward to in - 


life. We have been with the countless 
victims of the violence that grows daily in 
our neighborhoods and even in our 
families. We will not rest until injustice is 
eliminated from our lives.”’ 


‘““WE HAVE shared with our people 
the fear that comes from racism and 


discrimination.”’ 


But the Hispanic bishops said that 
improving social conditions should not 


mean setting aside “‘our roots — our 
Latin American ‘mestiza’ (mixed) 
tradition.”’ 


Nor should it mean succumbing to 
‘‘materialism, consumerism, social 
climbing, the desire for continuous 
pleasure and immediate gratification,”’ 
they said. 


THE BISHOPS also warned against 
practices that threaten family life. 
“Divorce is on the rise, the elderly are 
forgotten and even cheated, children are 
abandoned and young people make the 
street their home,”’ they said. ‘‘The spirit 
of individualism is killing the spirit of 
community that is the core of the family.”’ 

Throughout the letter were references 
to Our Lady of Guadalupe, to whom the 
bishops entrusted the sorrows, problems, 
hopes and joys of all Hispanic Americans. 


Reagan: N-freeze ‘dangerous’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — President 
Reagan urged members of the House July 
26 to defeat a resolution endorsing a 
U.S.-Soviet nuclear arms freeze and U.S. 
ratification of SALT II. 


Reagan warned that a freeze would 
leave ‘‘dangerous asymmetries in the 
nuclear balance’’ and that the second 
Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty was 
‘‘flawed.”’ 


IF PASSED, the resolution would 
“*seriously undercut our negotiating 
position’’ in START (the Strategic Arms 
Reduction Talks), said the president in 
identically worded letters sent to every 
House member. 


The letters marked the beginning of a 
major White House lobbying effort to 
defeat the freeze resolution, which gained 
unexpected Republican support when it 
was approved at the end of June by a 
26-11 vote in the House Foreign Affairs

Committee. 


In a second letter to congressmen, 
transmitting the first report of his 
administration on the U.S. Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency, Reagan 
argued that his arms control aproach was 
“‘both rational and realistic.”’ 


THE SECOND letter reaffirmed the 
administration’s policy of ‘‘re- 
establishing our conventional and nuclear 
deterrent forces,’’ which Reagan says 
have lagged behind Soviet advances to the 
point where the United States now faces 
strategic inferiority. 

Proponents of an immediate nuclear 
arms freeze argue that U.S. and Soviet 
nuclear capabilities are basically equal. 
An immediate freeze by both sides in the 
production, deployment and testing of 
nuclear weapons is necessary, they say, to 
avoid a dangerous escalation in the arms 
race. 
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Right, left tear at Latin Church: Interdict in Nicaragua...

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC) — The 
Santa Rosa parish in a low-income 
section of Managua has been _ placed 
under interdict and all parishioners who 
were involved in the beating of a bishop 
and his companions have been declared 
excommunicated by Archbishop Miguel 
Obando Bravo of Managua. 


The archbishop’s communique 
announcing the measures was general, 
however, and did not mention any 
specific people as being excommunicated. 


THE ACTIONS spring from the 
controversy stirred by the transfer of the 
parish pastor, Msgr. Jose Arias Caldera, 
to another parish. 


Archbishop Obando Bravo took the 
action, which included closing the church 
to worship, July 22 because of what: he 
called the ‘‘sacrilege and desecration’”’ 
which had occurred the day before. The 
archbishop said the disciplinary measures 
were temporary, but he did not say when 
they would be lifted. 


On the evening of July 21 Auxiliary 
Bishop Bosco Vivas Robelo of Managua 
went to Santa Rosa to retrieve the Blessed 
Sacrament because about 80 parishioners 
had been occupying the church for three 
days to protest the transfer of Msgr. Arias 
Caldera. The parish has: an estimated 
12,000 members. 


DURING HIS nine years at the parish 
the priest had fostered basic Christian 
communities, parish groups which use 
Bible readings to reflect upon their social 
and economic situation, and organized 
social services for the poor. 


An archdiocesan spokesman said the 
transfer was a “‘routine move.’’ Msgr. 
Arias Caldera was transferred to a parish 
in the well-to-do neighborhood of Ciudad 


- Jardin. 


However, many parishioners believed 
the move was made because Msgr. Arias 
Caldera is a supporter of the Sandinista 
National Liberation Front, the coalition 
of Marxists, socialists and Christians who 
led the guerrilla war which overthrew 
President Anastasio Somoza in 1979 and 
which now controls the government. 


THE PASTOR’S supporters say his - 


sympathy for the Sandinistas was not well 
received by the archdiocesan chancery 
office. 


Parish leaders said the 
excommunication was unfair because 
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whatever physical contact there was with 
the bishop and the laymen who 
accompanied him occurred during a 
melee when local parishioners stood at the 
altar to block the bishop from retrieving 
the Blessed Sacrament. 


The parishioners added that some of 
them were beaten by tthe bishop’s 
companions. 


ARCHDIOCESAN communications 
director, Father Bismark Carballo, said 
Bishop Vivas Robelo ‘‘was_ beaten, 
dragged and struck in the head, his 
eyeglasses were broken and his pectoral 
cross torn from his chest.”’ 


The transfer notice was given July 1 to 
Msgr. Arias Caldera but he did not tell 
his parishioners until July 19, the third 
anniversary of the overthrow of Somoza. 


His links with the Sandinistas began 
when he offered some guerrillas his home 
as a refuge during the civil war. Last 
November the government gave him the 
Order of Carlos Fonseca Amador award. 
Fonseca Amador was the founder of the 
Sandinista National Liberation Front. 


SERGIO RAMIREZ, a member of 
the government junta, said that although 
the Santa Rosa incident was an internal 
church affair, ‘‘it has political 
consequences.” 


““We are becoming used to the many 
instances of progressive priests, those who 
identify with the revolution, who are 
‘neutralized’ by being removed from 
their parishes,’’ he said. 


“Yet the revolution is going to happen 
with or without the Church hierarchy, 
because many rank-and-file Christians 
support it,’’? Ramirez added. 


MORE THAN a dozen basic 
Christian communities in eight 
neighboring parishes joined the Santa 
Rosa parishioners in asking archdiocesan 
authorities for talks to resolve the dispute. 
One group paraded to the chancery office 
to dramatize their réquest~ : 

The disciplinary  actions~-were; 
temporary, Archbishop Obando Bravo’ 
said, because he hoped ‘“‘the guilty! 
parties, if they are true believers, would 
reflect seriously and with sincerity and 
proceed to seek reconciliation with God 
and the church.”’ 


One parish spokesman said many 
parishioners saw the transfer of the pastor 
‘*as a hostile action because he sided with 
the poor.’’ A leader of the Sandinista 
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Defense Committee and neighborhood 
groups organized to defend and promote 
the Sandinista revolution said church 
authorities ‘‘were taking reprisals.’’ 


MSGR. ARIAS Caldera, who is to be 
replaced by newly ordained Father Luis 
Ibarra, said, *‘I accept the transfer with 
discipline and humility.’’ 


Since the Sandinista front came to 


power, some bishops, including 
Archbishop Obando Bravo, have been 
critical of Marxist influence in the 
government and of what they see as 
excessive centralization of power and 
curbs on freedoms. 


This has caused friction in the church 
as many clergymen and laymen support 
the government. 


...While the violence continues, 
says San Salvador archdiocese

SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador (NC) 
— Political murders and disappearances 
continue in El Salvador and relatives of 
many of the victims blame Salvadoran 
security and paramilitary forces for the 
violence, said the Justice and Peace 
Commission of the Archdiocese of San 
Salvador. 


Citing figures gathered by its agency, 
Legal Protection, the commission said 61 
persons disappeared and more than 100 
civilians were killed during the first three 
weeks of July. 


LEGAL PROTECTION replaced the 
previous archdiocesan human_ rights 
agency, Socorro Juridico (Legal Aid), a 
controversial organization often criticized 
by pro-government sources as 
sympathetic to the guerrillas. 


In an effort to improve the reporting of 
Socorro Juridico, the new agency also 
gave figures for combat casualties among 
the security forces. They totaled 50 for the 
first three weeks in July, said the agency. 


“There have been no reports of killings 
of civilians by the leftist guerrillas this 


- month, and we do not have reports of 


casualties among them,’’ said a 
commission source. ‘‘Radio Venceremos, 
the guerrilla station, suffers strong 
interference from the government; on the 
one hand. On the. other, the Defense 
Ministry has forbiden newsmen to report 
any of the military engagements in rural 
areas. Furthermore, the International 
Red Cross has been banned from visiting 
combat zones.”’

THE COMMISSION is investigating 
reports that massacres of peasants have 
taken place in Morazan and Choluteca 
deparments during clean-up operations 
by security forces. 


““But is is hard to pin down numbers. 
Few survivors have been able to give us 
figures, only the basic information,’’ the 
source added. The commission also has 
received reports of many persons who 
disappeared during army raids in city 
neighborhoods. 


‘“‘In some instances those taken out of 
their homes as suspects simply disappear. 
Some bodies marked by torture are found 
within the next few days,’’ the 
commission source said. 


EARLY IN July the Salvadoran 
Committee on Human Rights said that 
since the elections March 28 a total of 
1,535 civilians became victims of 
government repression. It did not give 
military casualties. 


Church and human rights sources say 
about 32,000 non-combatants have been 
killed since October 1979. 


Bishop Arturo Rivera Damas, apostolic 
administrator of the San Salvador 
Archdiocese, has complained in_ his 
homilies ofthe continued violence by 
security forces and guerrillas, of the 
halting of land reform and other social 
reforms and of the lack of progress in the 
investigations of the slayings of seven 
U.S. citizens, including four women 
missionaries.

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BALTIMORE (NC) — The Archdiocese of Baltimore 


‘is answering Planned Parenthood newspaper 


advertisements backing legalized abortion with its own 
series of pro-life ads, parodies of those by Planned 


. Parenthood. 


The Planned Parenthood ad, which has run in several 
cities, depicts a glum couple in bed with a man 
representing a U.S. senator between them. The ad reads, 
‘“The decision to have a baby could soon be between you, 
your husband and your senator’’ and adds, ‘‘Abortion is 
something personal, not political.’’ It urges opposition to 
the Hatch amendment, which would allow states to pass 
laws against abortion and declares that nothing in the 
U.S. Constitution guarantees the right to an abortion. 


A SIMILAR-looking ad placed in Baltimore-area 
newspapers by the archdiocese shows a smiling couple in 
bed with a baby. This ad reads, ‘“The decision to have a 
baby is not made in the senate but in the house. Your 
house.’’ It says that ‘‘Having a baby is something 
personal; protect a person’s right to life,’’ and states that 
no pending legislation would take away a couple’s right to 
decide on having a baby. : 

' ‘*Politicians may make strange bedfellows, but not in 
this case. The decision to have a baby is yours. It always 
was,’’ the archdiocese’s ad says. ‘‘No pending legislation 
would take that away from you.”’ 

“The question that is really being raised here is not 
conception, it’s abortion,’’ the ad states. ‘‘Now, what

does abortion have to do with having a baby? Nothing. 
What it does deal with is a baby’s right to life.” 


“PENDING LEGISLATION seeks to return the 
protection of that right from a small group of judges to the 
states, the people, so that each community can set its own 
guidelines,’’ the ad continues, ‘‘guidelines in which you’ll 
have a direct voice. You. Your friends. Your family. 
Everyone.”’ 


“*So don’t be alarmed, big brother isn’t watching you. 
But somebody’s baby brother would like to,’’ the ad 
concludes. ‘‘Give him a chance to live. It’s his right.”’ 


By contrast, the Planned Parenthood ad states that the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, by approving the Hatch 
amendment, ‘‘took an unprecedented first step toward 
depriving you of your most fundamental personal rights: 
The right to have the number of children you want. When 
you want them. Or to have none at all.”’ 


‘‘IF THIS amendment becomes law, it will rob you of 
your constitutional right to choose an abortion. And at 
the same time will allow the states and Congress to outlaw 
all abortions. Even if your pregnancy is the result of rape. 
Or incest,’’ the Planned Parenthood ad states. ‘‘It is even 


possible that if you have an abortion, you could be , 


prosecuted for murder. Amazing as it sounds, this 
nightmare is becoming a reality. Backing this amendment 
are right-wing senators who want to impose their religious 
beliefs on you. Your friends. Your family. Everyone.’’

Senate will debate Hatch after Labor Day

WASHINGTON (NC) — Senate Majority Leader 
Howard Baker (R-Tenn.), accused a month earlier of 
blocking consideration of the Hatch amendment on 
abortion, has agreed to schedule a Senate debate on the 
measure on or about Sept. 8, when Congress returns from 
its Labor Day recess. 


The Baker agreement, communicated to_ pro-life 
officials in Washington at the end of July, also calls for 
Senate consideration in mid-August of two other abortion 
bills proposed by Sens. Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) and Mark 
O. Hatfield (R-Ore.). 

BAKER’S DECISION to schedule the Hatch 
amendment, introduced last fall by Sen. Orrin Hatch 
(R-Utah), ended a month-long campaign in which Hatch 
supporters sought to get the stalled amendment moving 
again. 

But the late date for the debate — Congress is expected 
to adjourn for the year in early October — raised concern 
that there may not be enough time to get the amendment 
through the House if the Senate gives its approval. 


‘‘We would have much preferred consideration of the 
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amendment some months ago,’’ said Douglas Johnson, 
legislative director of the National Right to Life 
Committee. 

BUT WHILE acknowledging that the late date for the 
Senate debate will make approval ‘‘very difficult,’’ 


Johnson also noted reports that President Reagan may 


ask Congress to stay in Washington a few extra weeks or 
come back in a lame-duck session after the November 
elections to dispose of its lengthy legislative agenda. 


Father Edward Bryce, director of the U.S. bishops’ 
Committee for Pro-Life Activities, said the scheduling of 
the debate ‘‘seems like a small victory indeed for pro-life 
citizens who have been expecting a resolution of the 
abortion issue for almost two full years.”’ 


He added, “‘Yet it (the scheduling) is a milestone on the 
long journey. back to legal protection for the unborn 
child.”’ 


FATHER BRYCE also remarked that he hoped 
“‘delaying tactics, parliamentary maneuvering and other 
games will not continue to be played with the lives of the 


unborn.”’

Archdiocese counters Planned Parenthood media propaganda 


The ad seeks support for Planned Parenthood and 
urges, ‘‘Don’t stand by silently... Now more than ever we 
must fight to keep the government from governing your 
private life. The fate of safe and legal abortion hangs in 
the balance.”’ 


‘The Baltimore Archdiocese’s ad was designed to 
“correct what we believe to be some misinformation 
contained in other advertising,’’ said Paulist Father John 
Geaney, archdiocesan communication director. He said 
the archdiocesan ad is the first of three planned ads. The 
ad campaign was launched because Archbishop William 
Borders of Baltimore ‘‘thought it was important to 
‘educate the people.”’ 


THE BALTIMORE ad was prepared by an 
advertising agency. : 

Archbishop Borders also has suggested to Cardinal 
Terence Cooke of New York that a campaign be 
undertaken to counter the recent Planned Parenthood 
ads. Cardinal Cooke is chairman of the U.S. bishops’ 
Committee for Pro-Life Activities, which already has 
retained a public relations firm to produce material 
promoting the pro-life cause. 


Dump PP from federal $ 
campaign, pro-lifers ask 


WASHINGTON (NC) — President Reagan has been 
urged by a national pro-life group to investigate charges 
that Planned Parenthood does not qualify for inclusion in 
the annual charity fund-raising campaign among federal 
workers. 


' The group, the National Right to Life Committee, said 
it was concerned by the decision of a Reagan 
administration official not to exclude Planned Parenthood 
from the campaign even though a federal panel had 
recommended kicking the organization out of the 1982 
campaign. 

“AS THE largest promoter and provider of abortion 
in the country, Planned Parenthood has no place in the 
federal charity campaign,’’ said Dr. John C. Willke, 
president of the right to life organization. 


Willke alleged that Planned Parenthood has been 
involved in numerous violations of the charity campaign’s 
guidelines, including a direct mail appeal soliciting tax- 
deductible contributions earmarked to defeat a proposed 
constitutional amendment on abortion introduced by 
Sen. Orrin Hatch (R<Utah); - ; 

The decision to keep Planned Parenthood in the federal 
campaign was made by Donald J. Devine, director of the 
federal Office of Personnel Management, which 
establishes guidelines for participation of charities in the 
federal campaign. Federal workers contribute to the 
campaign through payroll deductions. 

DEVINE SAID he made the decision reluctantly. ‘‘As 
much as I agree with (the federal panel’s) view that 
Planned Parenthood, because of its role in promoting the 
detestable practice of abortion, should not receive funds 
by this route, I am legally bound to admit an organization 
which meets the technical membership requirements,’’ he 
said. 

The panel, whose formal title is the National Eligibility 
Committee, had voted 4-2 earlier the same day to remove 
Planned Parenthood from the 1982 campaign because it 
had failed to “‘earn good will and acceptability throughout 
the United States,’’ a campaign criterion. 


Last year the campaign raised $87 million among 


federal workers across the nation. Planned Parenthood 
reported that it received about $800,000 of that sum.

If approved by two-thirds of the Senate, the 
amendment is likely to be blocked by the House Judiciary 
Committee. It then can be brought to the floor if half the 
House — 218 members — sign a discharge petition, a 
process that in itself can take weeks. 

In the Senate the amendment also is likely to be 
subjected to a filibuster. If that happens, Baker said he 
would file a cloture motion, which if approved by 60 
senators would end the filibuster. 

THE HATCH amendment was approved by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee in March. Supporters of the 
amendment, including the U.S. bishops, had hoped for a 
Senate vote by June. 


When that did not come, supporters of the amendment 
began accusing Baker of blocking the measure and 
reneging on an agreement to schedule a “‘free-standing”’ 
debate on the abortion issue sometime this summer. 


The campaign to get Baker to agree to schedule the 
Hatch amendment included a letter-writing campaign 
along with appeals to President Reagan to convince Baker 
EE 2 ST SEA DV RES RN Reet Th 
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to allow debate on the amendment. 


AIDES TO Baker also told pro-life groups that Baker 
would schedule for the week of Aug. 16 Senate 
consideration of a bill raising the ceiling on the national 
debt. Helms already had planned to attach his proposals 
to that measure since it must be passed sometime this 
August or September to keep the government running. 
Hatfield was expected to do likewise. 


The Helms bill, which like the Hatfield proposal needs 
only simple majority votes in the House and Senate, 
attempts to reverse the Supreme Court’s abortion 
decisions by declaring that life begins at conception. The 
Hatfield bill, described as a fallback proposal should the 
Helms and Hatch measures fail, merely makes 
permanent many of the abortion funding restrictions 
which now must be passed annually by Congress. 


The Hatch proposal, which needs two-third votes in 
Congress plus ratification by three-fourths of the ‘states, 
declares that there is no abortion right in the Constitution 
and allows federal and state governments to re-enact their 
previous abortion limitations.
